SIZE OF BULBS 


LARGE bulbs are 1% inches in diameter and over. Medium size bulbs are from % to 1% inch in diameter averaging about 
1 inch. Small bulbs are under % of an inch and over %. All large and medium size should bloom this season if planted before 
June 1st. Most of the small bulbs will bloom if planted before May 15th. 


CHOICE IRIS ROOTS 

Iris should be grown in every flower garden, it is the beautiful “no trouble” orchid of little cost. Does not need rich soil but 
full sun and rather dry well drained soil, some lime and free from acid. Keep weeds and grass out and in a year or so you will 
have large numbers of fine flowers of many shades. 

July is the best time to set out these roots to get them established for blooming the next year. Iris may be set out anytime 
when ground is not frozen, however. Very hardy in north. :
